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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in EPO 2018730.8 (8/21/2002) and EPO 3010285.9 (5/7/2003). It is 
noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of the applications as 
required by 35 U.S.C. 119(b). 

Drawings 

Figure 1-8 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7-8, 12, 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 7-8 are not understood and not shown in the drawings. 

Claim 12 is not understood. 

Claim 16, "in particular of basket-like or quiver-like" is indefinite and ambiguous. 
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Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, claims 7-8 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 9-14, and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Tornier (5,358,526). 

Torn ier teaches a shoulder joint prosthesis comprising two cooperating bearing 
bodies (3, note column 4, lines 1-3 teaching multiple caps), a shaft (1) and a coupling 
(2) for the connection of the shaft to one of the bearing bodies, wherein a support 
member (24, 20) inherently having an outer support surface adjoins the lower side (31 , 
32) of the bearing body connectable to the shaft, said outer support surface of said 
support member at least partly filling a gap present between the bearing body and the 
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shaft in the state connected to the shaft such that the growing together of bone 
fragments is promoted. 

Claim 2, "clamping section", see elements 22, 4, 14c, 14d. 

Regarding claim 5, note Tornier teaches elements 22 and 4 which together have 
a cross section that deviates from a circular shape. 

Regarding claim 17, "support element", see generally element 14 of Tornier. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tornier in view of the prior art shown in figures 1-8. 

Tornier teaches the shoulder joint as described in the rejection above including a 
clamping section 22, 4, 14c, and 14d which prevent angular movement between 
elements 2 and 1 . It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to 
have substituted the clamping section taught by the prior art in at least figure 3 having 
an elliptical cross-section for the above stated elements of Tornier for a simple means 
having fewer parts for preventing relative rotation. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 19-16 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
